‘Fed’ takes further steps 
to bolster sliding dollar

WASIHNGTON, Aug. 28 
. (Agencies) — In another action 
to help support the . dollar, the 
Federal Reserve Board took 
steps Monday to encourage 
borrowing of foreign-held dol- 
lars by American banks. 

About $500 billion in U-S. 
dollars are held overseas. They 
are called “Eurodollars" be- 
cause they are outside the con- 
trol of U-S. banking authori- 
ties. 

The amount of foreign-held 
dollars has grown sharply in 
repent years, in part because 
of the U.S, trade deficit that 
sends dollars abroad, and they 
have frequently been used by 
speculators to drive down the 
overall value of the dollar. 

To encourage use of the so* 
called Eurodollars' by Ameri- 
can banks, the Federal Reserve 
Board Monday removed the 
requirement that U.S. banks 
must maintain reserves 
to 4 per cent of what they 
borrow abroad.

tjtute Eurodollar borrowings 
for domestic borrowings as a 
source of funds,** the board said 
in a statement • . 

The board said it was “a ' 
(further move to improve the 
international position of tbe r 
dollar." 

If the action has the inten- 
ded effect it would mean some 
of the foreign-held dollars wou- 
ld be returned to this country 
for use in domestic lending. 
This would reduce fhe amount 
of dollars held abroad, contri- 
buting to overall strength of the 
American currency. 

The action is the third taken 
in recent weeks by US finan- 
cial -authorities to help streng- 
then the dollar on world mo- 
ney markets. The Fed previous- 
ly increased its interest rate on 
loans to banks to make, hold- 
ing dollars more attractive, and 
the Treasury Department has 
increased the amount of gold it 
will sell at its monthly auctions. 

Officials have said other ac- 
tions are in the works to pre- 
vent any sharp declines in the 
value of the dollar on world 


money markets. None of the 
moves taken so far has been 
dramatic, but when added to- 
gether, officials hope they will 
make the dollar more attrac- 
tive. 

One complaint of foreigners 
has been that the amount of 
dollars flowing out of the Uni- 
ted States has keen increasing 
steadily, adding to the supply 
at a time when demand is too 
weak to absorb them all. 

The Fed*s change in the re- 
serve requirements means it 
will no longer be necessary for 
U-S. banks to maintain any re- 
serves on foreign borrowings, 
although the reserve require- 
ments on domestic deposits re- 
main in force. 

The change applies to the 
more than 5,000 banks that are 
members of the Federal Re- 
serve system and that were the 
only banks subject to the re- 
serve requirements.

Syrians attack northern area 
as violence returns to Beirut 


Yamer Arafat 

KUWAIT, Aug. 28 (Agon- 
cie)s) — Palestinian commando 
leader Yasser Arafat conferred 
here Monday with Kuwait's 
Ruler, Sheikh Jaber At Ahmad 
Al-Sabah. 

Government sources said 
Arafat outlined to Sheikh 
Jaber how the Palestinian Lib- 
eration Organization viewed the 
latest round of fighting between 
rightwing militiamen and Syrian 
peacekeeping forces in Lebanon 
as well as the forthcoming 
Camp David summit meeting 
between U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter, Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat and ' Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. 

Arafat, also met with Kuwaiti 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
ATAhmad. 

Arafat, who arrived here 
earlier Monday from Aden, aho 
visited S ana a and was believed 
to be trying to reconcile the 
two Yemeni states, an attempt 
which has the blessing of Ku- 
wait. 

Informed sources said here 
he was expected to brief Ku- 
waiti leaders on has talks in 
North and South Yemen and 
on a visit last week to Saudi 
Arabia.

BEIRUT, Aug. 28 (Agen- 
cies) — Syrian peacekeeping for- 
ces struck at the northeastern 
Lebanese Cedars province 
Monday, broadening their mi- 
litary operations against right- 
wing militias rightists report- 
ed. 

They also accused Palestin- 
ian commandos of shelling the 
loW-income residential quarter 
of Ain Rumtoaneh to provoke 
Syrians and rightist militia- 
men into a new confrontation 
in the eastern sector of Bei- 
rut 

Exploding rockets and mor- 
tar shells shook the southeas- 
tern edge of the capital as the 
"Voice of Lebanon" radio sta- 
tion of the rightist Phalangist 
Party reported Ain Ruxrnna- 
neh. came under a heavy bar- 
rage at sundown. 

The area has been the 
scene of occasional sniping in 
the past 48 hours, endangering 
a 15-day-old ceasefire that en- 
ded one of the worst Syrian- 
rightist confrontations this 
year. 

A. commando spokesman 
denied any Palestinian invol- 
vement in the Ain Rumma- 
neh hostilities. 

. The rightist broadcast re- 
ported Syrian guns pounded 
the ski resort of Bcharre. 50 
miles northeast of the capital. 

The Syrians, who had hdi- 
cceteree* troops and weapons 
into a rugged mountain area 
35 miles north of Beirut last 
Friday, were firming up their 
deployments in mountain vil- 
lages and strategic highways 
along a 50-mile stretch. 

No casualty report was 
available and details of the 
reported fresh onslaught could 
not be independently verified. 

Travellers from ■ northern 
regions said the Syrians were 
flu s hi ng rightist militiamen 
out of a dozen villages in a 
house-to-house search. 

The Syrians, these travellers 
said, took over barracks of 
the Lebanese army and a po- 


lice station on the edge of 
Bcharre 

A 30-mile road linking Ce- 
dars and the coastal town of 
Batroun was controlled by 
the peacekeepers, and witnes- 
ses said three decomposed bo- 
dies were seen in the town of 
Kour, about two miles inland. 

The Syrians helicoptered re- 
inforcements to take control 
of the 50- square-mile Bat- 
roun province before reported- 
ly extending their operations 
to the Cedars. 

Lebanese Foreign and De- 
fease Minister Fuad Butros 
traveled to Syria’s Mediter- 
ranean port of Latakia Mon- 
day and conferred with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad and 
Foreign Minister Abdul Ha- 
lim Kbaddam. 

Butros expressed hopes the 
talks would arrest the worsen- 
ing security conditions in Le- 
banon. 

Butros* talks with Assad 


followed a Syrian threat of 
an allout crackdown on Le- 
banon's two major rightist 
militias of the Phalangist and 
National Liberal Parties. 

Syria accused the two par- 
ties of collaborating with Is- 
rael. 

Butros also was to discuss 
the extension of the peace- 
keepers’ mandate here, which 
expires in October. 

Arab diplomatic sources 
here quoted Khaddam as say- 
ing that Syria may beef up 
its peacekeeping forces in Le- 
banon. 

The Syrians already form 
more than 80 per cent of a 
30,000-strong Arab League 
peace army here. The army 
came to Lebanon in the sum- 
mer of 1976, when it halted 
a i 9-month civil war between 
rightists and an alliance of 
leftists and Palestinian com- 
mandos. 

The commander of the right- 


ist forces, Bashir Gemayel, 
Monday night accused Syria 
of exploiting the Camp David 
summit “to carve out what it 
believed 10 be its share of 
Lebanon.” 

“But it should understand 
that Lebanon is one entity and 
not made up of parts.” he 
added in a press statement 
Gemayel said developments 
were taking place at such a 
rapid pace that they tended to 
destroy political negotiations. 

“We have developed the 
conviction that Syria wants 
to draw us into a war in or- 
der to achieve designs and 
objectives advocated by Syr- 
ian officials," he added. 

The Lebanese had no alter- 
native but to stand fast in 
order to defend their indepen- 
dence, Gemayel said.

Iran prepares to receive Hua 


TEHRAN, Aug. 28 (R) — 
Flags of welcome flew in the 
Iranian capital Monday for 
Chinese leader Hua Kuo-feng, 
who arrives Tuesday for his 
first visit to a Middle East 
country. 

The Chinese premier and 
Communist Party chairman has 
two sessions of talks scheduled 
with the Shah, whose oil-ex- 
porting nation is strategically 
poised between Europe and 
Asia, 

The Middle East, develop- 
meats in Africa and East-West 
detente, are expected to domi- 
nate the discussions, the first 
between the Shah and a top 
Chinese leader since the two 
countries established diploma- 
tic links in 1971- 
- They are also expected to 
discuss the policies and power 
play of their mutual neighbor, 
the Soviet Union, which Sun- 
day accused Hua of seeking to 
sow discord among Communist 
countries during his visits 
Romania and Yugoslavia. 
(Story on page 12). 

Moscow Radio commentaries 
have also attacked Peking's at- 
tempts this year to boost its 
influence in the Middle East 
and the Gulf, climaxed by 
Hua's three-day stay here. 

The government change in 
Iran is expected to have 
no effect on the Chinese lea- 
der’s visit to the only non- 
Communist country on his 
schedule. 

In domestic policy, the Shah 
is fiercely anti-Communist, and 
has accused extremists linked 
to the outlawed Tudeh (Com- 
munist) Party, believed to re- 
ceive aid from Moscow and 
East Berlin, of helping spark 
recent riots. 

But as a veteran statesman 
he has always adopted a prag- 
matic foreign policy and has 
forged good diplomadc and 


trade links with the Soviet 
Union and East European 
countries. 

Western diplomats here con- 
sider it unlikely the Shab will 
publicly back condemnation of 
Soviet policy which Hua is 
expected to voice in their talks, 
though he will probably ex- 
press concern over the long- 
term intentions of Iran’s power- 
ful northern neighbor. 

The Shah said recently he 
saw Hua’s visit as purely bila- 
teral. 

Tbe two leaders will have 
only one chance, apart from a 
joint communique at the end 
of tbe visit, to make public 
statements. This will be at a 
dinner in Hua's honor Tuesday 
night 

Hua win fly m trom Bel- 
grade Tuesday afternoon to a 
red-carpet airport welcome 
after which a borse-drawn car- 
riage will take him and the 
Shah to view a major monu- 
ment nearby. 

From there the Chinese lea- 
der will fly by helicopter to 
his residence, tbe ornate Goles- 
tan Palace in central Tehran 
near the city's leaning bazaar. 

Security for his visit is ex- 
pected to be very strict espe- 
cially near die Golestan Palace, 
situated only a few hundred 
meters from areas where dis- 


turbances flared jn recent days. 

Hua’s talks with the Shab 
are scheduled for Wednesday 
and Thursday at tbe monarch’s 
summer palace at Saadabad, 
beneath the stark mountains 
that dominate tbe capital.

Egyptian experts to repair 
Jerusalem AlAqsa Mosque 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 28 (AP) 
— Id what appeared to be a 
goodwill gesture before the 
Camp David summit meeting 
of Mideast leaders. Egypt has 
told Israel it is prepared to send 
architects to Jerusalem to plan 
the restoration of a Muslim 
shrine. 

A spokesman for the city 
Mayor Teddy Koflefc said Mon- 
day Egypt's vice president for 
presidential affairs, H fl. vran To- 
hami, wrote Kolldc that be 
would “notify you in the com- 
ing weeks about the arrival of 
our first group of architects.** 
to reconstruct the al Aqsa 
mosque. 

The silver-domed mosque 
was set afigfre in 1969 by Aus- 
tralian Jew who claimed in 
.court he had been “ordered by 
God." 

Sadat offered to send funds 
and knowhow to restore the 
intricate mosaics of the interior. 
Tohami’s letter said plans- for 
rebuilding the pulpit were 
‘‘nearing completion." The 
mosque is admmistred by a 
Muslim land trust, the waqf. 

The architects would be the 
first official Egyptian delega- 
tion to Israeli since President 
Anwar Sadat summoned home 
his foreign minister from nego- 
tiations in Israel last January. 

In a letter dated Friday and 
brought by an unidentified 
Western courier, Tohami said 
the delegation would represent 
“a br eakthr ough of old barriers 
of the darkness of the past" and 


would pave the way toward 
peaceful coexistence. 

Kcrllek replied that the ar- 
chitects would receive a “warm 
welcome" and “all possible as- 
sistance,” and reaffirmed Is- 
rael's “commitment to free 
access” to holy places of all re- 
unions. 

The exchange of letters, writ- 
ten in English, appeared to have : 
top-level approval on both sides. 
Kollek’s spokeswoman said 
Foreign Minister Mosbe Dayan 
was advised of the letters be- 
fore the reply was sent Sunday. 
Tohami, a close adviser to 
Sadat, also was believed to have 
received a presidential nod. 

The idea for Egyptians to re- 
build the mosque first arose, 
during Sadat's trip to Jerusalem! 
last November which launched, 
direct peace talks. 

The proposal lay dormant 
as negotiations for a Mideast 
settlement bogged down. Its re- 
vival seemed carefully timed to' 
the Camp David summit Sept.' 
6 between Sadat, Prime Minis- 
ter M enaction Begin and Presi- 
dent Carter. Tohami also was 
expected to be in the Egyptian 
delegation. 

Sadat’s first official act on 
his Jerusalem trip was to pray 
at die mosque, which holds a 
special place in Islam as the 
farthest point traveled by the 
Prophet Muhammad on his as- 
ceotion to heaven. Mustang 
consider it the third! most holy 
place after Mecca and Medina-

Armenians

BEIRUT, Aug. 28 (R)— 
Armenian urban guerrillas 
Monday claimed responsibility 
for a series of bombings in 
Turkey last week, akned at 
furthering Armenian rights. 

On June 2 an Armenian ex- 
tremist group exiling itself the 
“Armenian Genocide Justit 
Commando*' claimed respon- 
sibility for shooting to death 
the wife, brother-in-law and 
chauffeur of the Turkish am- 
bassador in Madrid that day 

That day’s announcement 
by a group calling ksdf die 
“Armenian Secret Army for 
the Liberation of Armenia. " 
(ASALA) said last week's 
bombings were aimed at forc- 
ing Turkish authorities to re- 
cognise the national rights of 
the Armenian people. 

An ASALA statement deli- 
vered to the Reuters office in 
Beirut, which has a- large Ar- 
menian community, reported 
that on Wednesday and Friday 
its men staged explosions at 
nutitary installations and else- 
where in Ankara and Istan- 
bul One soldier was hurt, it 
added 

The ASALA statement also 
said ks commandos had bom- 
bed the Ge ata bridge in Is- 
tanbul on Friday, Istanbul po- 
lice at the time reported, a 
small, time-bomb had explod- 
ed on the bridge without cas- 
ualties and said there was no 
immediate indication of who 
was reponrible. 

AjSALA’s statement, which 
(fid 1 not reveal ks headquar- 
ters, termed the bombings a 
first warning that the group 
could strike at the Turkish 
authorities at any time, add- 
ing they must “recognise the 
national rights of the Armen- 
■ian people and their right to 
live on their land.**

Turkey will reduce forces 
i f arms embargo continues 


ANKARA, Aug. 28 (R>— 
Turkey's armed forces would 
be reduced in number if the 
American anus embargo im- 
posed four years ago continu- 
ed, Turkey's Chief of Staff 
Gen. Kepan Evren said. 

The United States Senate 
and House of Representatives 
are expected to vote in Sep- 
tember on a joint text condi- 
tionally repealing the embar- 
go which was imposed 
1974 following the Turkish 
invasion of Cyprus the same 
year. 

Gen. Evren, in an interview 
published Monday in the Tur- 
kish weekly “Yanki" said: 

“Turkey has kept the largest 
army in numbers compared to 
other NATO members ever 


since it became one, and 
while other countries which 
are economically strong have 
rechioed their armed forces, 
Turkey has kept on enlarging 
its own and was finally faced 
with the embargo. 

“If this situation continues, 
a reduction in the number of 
Turkih armed forces wtH be 
inevitable,” he said 

Gen. Evren said the Ame- 
rican arms embargo had been 
continued “stubbornly and 
unreasonably" and had shown 
that “no one should be trus- 
ted too far."

Greek police seize arms 
said belonging to Arabs 


ATHENS. Aug. 28 (R>— 

Greek security forces have 
seized explosives and weapons 
in an Athens suburb believed 
to belong to Arab extremists, 
a source dose to the police 
said here Monday. 

Police searching a flat in 
Phaleron summer resort near 
Athens found 100 kgs (more 
than 200 lbs) of dynamite and 
five automatic pistols, accord- 
ing to the source. 

The flat was rented by a 
group ot Arabs wanted by the 
police, the source said. 

Police are investigating 
whether the arms cache is 
linked with the murder earlier 
this month of an Arab carry- 
ing a passport bearing the 
name Suleiman Ahmad al- 
Motlak. 

Two men fled after killing 


Motiak in an Athens parking 
lot. Police found 200 kgs of 
dynamite in his room in the 
summer resort of Glyfas, out- 
side Athens. 

A radical Palestinian group 
said in Beirut sboitly after 
Motlak's killing that his real 
name was Bashir Ibrahim Jib- 
rii. 29, and that he was *n 
agent of the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFIP) 

Police have not established 
why Motlak was murdered ' 
and whether the dynamite 
found in his room was meant 
to be used in Greece or else-' 
where. 

Police are bolding Modak's 
roommate, a 21 -year-old L*- 
manese named as Constantine 
NabH Kamatat on charges of 
illegal possession of dynamite.

Czech 
monument 
blown up 


VIENNA, Aug. 28 (AP; — 
A monument to Klexnent Gott- 
wald, the first Communist pre- 
sident of Czechoslovakia, was 
blown up late last Wednesday 
at the Czech mining town of 
Pribram, two days after the 
tenth anniversary of the Soviet- 
led invasion, reports from Pra- 
gue said Monday. 

A Vienna newspaper said 
that according to sources in 
Prague the blast demolishing 
the downtown Gottwaki Monu- 
ment caused a gaping crater and 
shattered windows and facades 
for several hundred meters. 

While police were investigat- 
ing the incident, the report 
said, the site of the powerful 
explosion was completely seal- 
ed off. 

Gottwald. who played a key 
role in the Communist power 
takeover, was president from 
1948 to his death in 1953. 

The report said that several 
people of Pribram have relative- 
ly easy access to large quanti- 
ties of explosives stored there 
for use at the nearby uranium 
ore mme. 

The blast that reportedly oc- 
curred toward midnight could 
be heard in large parts of the 
town and woke up many 
people. 

In the absence of any official 
word, news of the explosion first 
reacted Prague by telephone, 
but dissidents withheld the re- 
port until an eyewitness came to 
Prague who gave details.

The prime ministers before 
him were center-right law pro- 
fessor and businessman Ade- 
line Palma Carlos, left-wing 
Gen. Vasco Goncalves. centrist 
Adm. Jose Pinheiro de Azeve- 
do and Socialist leader Soares, 
whose party has ruled Portu- 
gal since the 1976 general elec- 
tions. 

Unusually, the new premier's 


cabinet — widely published 
but still unofficial — has a pre- 
ponderance of engineers — se- 
ven of them, including Nobre 
da Costa — and only two law- 
yers. 


Nobre da Costa's aim is to 
rule at least long enough to 
complete updated election le- 
gislation should early now polls 
prove inevitable.

NAIROBI, Aug. 28 (AP) —

will be buried Thursday in a 
34-foot square mausoleum with 
flaming urns at each corner, it 
was announced here Monday. 

The glass-walled mausoleum, 
located in the grounds of Ken- 
ya's parliament building in Nai- 
robi, will be floodlit at night 
and inside wifi be a tomb in 
grey Italian marble. 

More than 1 00 workmen 
have been laboring round the 
dock since Kenyatta's death 
last Tuesday to complete the 
mausoleum. It is still not clear 
if Kenyatta’s body is to be 
permanently preserved for dis- 
play, bst official announce- 


ments indicate this is planned. 

Acting President Daniel Ar- 
ap Moi, who is tipped to suc- 
ceed Kenyatta, will read the 
main eulogy during ceremonies 
at the tomb. 

Kenyatta's body, at present 
lying in state at his official re- 
sidence in Nairobi, will be 
drawn through the streets of 
Nairobi on a gun carriage on 
the way to his final resting 
place.

“No developed country - can 
arrogate unto itself the func- 
tion of acting as ombudsman or 
protector of the Philippines or 
guardian of the rights of its 
citizenry. This function the 
Filipinos are best equipped to 
do. and from this function we 
have no intention of stepping 
backward m favor of those - 
who would presume to under- 
take w’hat is best left to our- 
selves." 

Despite persistent criticism of 
the human rights situation in 
the Philippines by anti-Marcos 
Filipinos here and in the Uni- 
ted States, the U-S. Congress 
has continuously approved eco- 
nomic and military aid to this 
country* to maintain access to 
U.S. bases here.

LONDON, Aug: 28 (AP> - 
Two British Members of Par- 
liament Monday urged action 
over renewed allegations that 
the nationalized oil company 
British Petroleum and the Ro- 
yal Dutch-Shell group have il- 
legally sent oil to Rhodesia. 

One of thorn. Labor Mem- 
ber of Parliament William 
Molioy, said he will seek the 
reconvening of the House of 
Commons, now adjourned for 
its summer recess, to study 
the allegations. 

The “Sunday Times” repor- 
ted that BP had told an in- 
quiry investigating violations 
of the United Kingdom bloc- 
kade on trade with Rhodesia 
that h had knowingly supplied 
it with petroleum products for 
almost 12 years, up until 
1977. 

Rhodesian Prime ■ Minister 
Ian Sknith unilaterally declar- 
ed independence from Britain 
in 1965 after refusing to bow 
to British pressure to move 
toward a transfer of power to 
its black majority. But Britain 
considered the break illegal 
and still regards Rhodesia a 
colony. 

The ‘Times’’ printed what 
k said were BP submissions 
to Thomas Bingham, a lawyer 
appointed by the British gov- 
ernment in April 1977 to in- 
vestigate the alleged oil com- 
pany trade violations. 

The Bingham report has 
not yet been officially publish- 
ed. Foreign Secretary David 
Owen is studying it and is ex- 
pected to make a statement 
soon regarding its contents. 


had no comment on the rene- 
wed controversy. 

But British Petroleum issu- 
ed a statement saying the 
Bingham inquiry has been 
presented to Owen. “The 
question of whether the report 
is published is one for het 
majesty’s government. The 
proceedings of this official in- 
quiry have been conducted 'm 
private," BP said. 

“It would be quite wrong 
for the company to comment 
on its Work or on the matter* 
within its terms of reference, 
notwithstanding the allegations 
made in the press or on tele- 
vision,'' the British oil com- 
pany added. 

Tt said company documents 
-were made available to Bin- 
gham and oral evidence also 
was given. 

Until recently, both Shell 
and BP consistently have de- 
nied any Rhodesian involve- 
ment. 

Ever since Smith's declara- 
tion of independence, it has 
been a criminal offense for 
any British person or compa- 
ny to trade with Rhodesia, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

The maximum penalty is 
two years' imprisonment and- 
or unlimited fine. 

Molioy said he will ask

The Arabs who believe that President Carter has nothing 
to worry about except the Middle East problem are grossly 
mtsmfonmedL The U.S. president has at least three or four 
problems that lop the Middle East in his list of priorities. 
Israel is well aware of the president’s problems and, come 
Can^> David, may only need to maneuver and: stall a little 
bit to allow the other problems to catch up with Mr. Carter 
and divert his attention from, the Middle East for a while. 

The president has already cut short a holiday to return to 
Washington and prepare for another round in his ongoing 
duel with Congress. The American press has explained that 
ibe president needs U> plan with his secretary of the treasury 
and chairman of the Federal Reserve a defense of the weak-\ 
ened dollar in world markets. It also mentioned sorting out 
snags facing the new round of SALT talks. 

The two problems of the dollar are well known: It is losing 
ground against the major European currencies. The SALT 
talks are far more complicated Faced with a stubborn Con- 
gress, President Carter has attempted to side-step the legislature 
by going for “executive agreements” with, the Soviets instead 
of a treaty as demanded by Congress. This way he would 
avoid having to win advance Congressional approval of his 
plans. But Senate majority leader Robert Byrd has insisted 
that Congress will accept nothing less than a treaty and that 
the president wiU have to acquire two thirds support for his 
plans or face defeat. 

The president will also face defeat if he presents his 
natural gas bilL The bill first met stem opposition but presi- 
dential aides then managed to win the support of a few .key 
senators and thought that approval was secured But now 
there is a group of 18 senators campaigning against the' bill 
which includes Liberals and Conservatives and in fact represen- 
tatives of every Congressional hue. Only President Carter is 
able to get lined against him such a politically mixed bag. 

Ibe problems of the energy program are compounded by the 
fact that the energy-rich southern states are still not convinced 
of the need to save oiL Bumper dickers in Texas say: “Drive 
Fast, Let a Yankee Freeze.” 

The president is a southerner himself but even his defense 
allocations are freezing. Normally, there are no major prob- 
lems over defense spending This time, however. Congress 
approved a nuclear-powered aircraft carrier costing S2.1 billion 
that the administration does not want. So the president vetoed 
the decision and the problem still has to be worked out. 

At the moment, the president's popularity in opinion polls 
has dropped even below Nixon’s at the height of the Water- 
gate scandal- But Congress is even less popular wjifa only 12 
per cent of Americans giving it a passing mark. Some 60 
Congressmen have announced their intention not to contest 
office this autumn and the general reason is their disillusion- 
ment with Congressional achievements. The fight, in other 
words, is between the mediocre and the mundane with the 
Arabs and their Middle East problem suffering the results of 
the historical contest between the American executive and 
legislature.

MUNICH — 
The incident in the German 
(Consulate in Chicago illustrates 
vividly the extraordinary deli- 
cacy of the decision facing Hel- 
mut Schmidt: whether to allow 
the extra dilion of Stepan Bilan- 
dzre. On the one had, there is 
nothing the Federal Republic 
wants more than Yugoslavian 
cooperation over the fight aga- 
inst German terrorism. On the 
other hand, there is nothing it 
wants less than fritter Croatian 
exiles threatening the lives of 
Germans all over the world, 
let alone in the Federal Repub- 
lic itself. 

The history of the problem 
goes back to the Second World 
War. The latest chapter begins 
in May this year, when four 
suspected German terrorists 
were arrested in Zagreb. Their 
names — Brigitte Monhaupt, 
Rolf Clemens Wagner, Peter 
Juergen Boock. and SiegLinde 
Hofmann — are at the top of the 
wanted fist and their photo- 
graphs have been on posters in 
every public buiWiDg here. So 
important did the Germans con- 
sider the arrest that they sent 
two ministers to Yugoslavia to 
discuss extradition. 

But the Yugoslavs played it 
tough. Earlier this year they 
bad bought a Swedish television 
film purporting to show a 
Croatian guerrilla training camp 
in the Federal Republic. They 
were keen to clean up the Ger- 
man side of the Croatian exile 
resistance movement. There 
were eight people on their shop- 
ping list and when arrests began 
later in the month the Croat- 
ians in the Federal Republic 
reacted with fury against ihe 


government. 

For its part, the German 
government has aliways insisted 
that there is no question of a 
deal. And, despite the obvious 
links between the two moves, 
they are in a way right. Ger- 
man, courts have ruled out ex- 
tradition in all but one of the 
cases. The final decision, how- 
ever, assuming all legal appeals 
on behalf of BiJandzic fail, will 
rest with the government. 

Bilandzic was until May the 
chairman of the Croatian Na- 
tional Resistance, the organiza- 
tion founded by General Max 
Lubuvic in Spain after the Se- 
cond World War. Lubuvic had 
been in charge of concentra- 
tion camps during the Nazi 
period of the Croatian nation- 
al state. He was Croatia’s ans- 
wer to Hhnmkr. He was mur- 
dered in 1963. 

In 1962, Bilandzic was among 
26 Croatia ns who blew up a 
Yugoslavian trade mission in 
Mehlem. He served three years 
of a prison sentence for his 
part in the incident. This is not 
therefore included in the pre- 
sent charges against him. 

Although BiJandzic, an un- 
employed teacher, is a revered 
leader of Croatiaos in exile, his 
wife and his supporters have 
■insisted that he is not a ter- 
rorist and that there is no 
equivalent between the Croatian 
nationalist movement and the 
German terrorist gangs. They 
could therefore only be embar- 
rassed by ihe attempt to secure 
the release of their leader 
through hostages and threats of 
murder.

Japan hoarding oil

TOKYO- 

Gf all the countries affected 
by the 1973 Arab “oil shock.” 
Japan was one of the most 
shocked. It sent officials scam- 
pering off to Arab oil capitals 
to buy any available oil at 
ludicrously expensive prices. 
At home, the government sum- 
marily dumped Israel and em- 
braced a pro-Arab stand on 
Middle East politics. 

Now. saner counsels have 
prevailed and the Japanese have 
decided they have got to hoard 
oil as if their life depends on 
it, which it does. Japan’s huge 
trade surpluses are ultimately 
fueled almost exclusively by 
foreign oil, most of it from the 
Middle East. 

Economic and defense .plan- 
ners have been looking at the 
threat posed by the Soviet 
Pacific fleet, now reaching out 
powerful feelers into the Indian 
Ocean as far as the Gulf and 
the Red Sea. Japanese tankers 
are reporting regular sightings 
of Russian naval ships along 
their routes. 

Remembering how Japan’s 
oil supplies were choked off in 


the last world war. the govern- 
ment has launched a campaign 
to stockpile oil. Like house- 
wives using every pail and tin 
can jn a drought, the Japanese 
do not mind what they use so 
long as they have the oil on 
(or near) Japanese soiL 

The nation’s refining industry 
is legally obliged to build up a 
90 million kiloliter stockpile, an 
estimated 90-day suppy at pre- 
sent rate of use, by next \ear. 
The trade ministry is not satis- 
fied and is pushing this up to 
another 10 days supply by 19S2 
and to a total of 120 days by 
the mid-1980s.

The Moroccan government 
would never accept a Polisario 
“nrini-siate” in Tins el-Gharbia, 
the Mauritanian sector of the 
former Spanish Sahara, accord- 
ing to a Moroccan minister.

ony, by Mauritania and Moroc- 
co in 1976. 

“We cannot allow a hostile 
state to be set up between 
Morocco and black Africa,” 


he said 

Moroccan Army units have 
been in Tiris el-Gharbia for the 
past two and a half years to 
help Mauritanian forces there 
fight off Polisario guerrillas, so 
it would be relatively easy for 
Morocco to prevent Mauri- 
tania’s new President, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Mustapha Ould 
Salek, from ceding the territory 
to the Polisario. 

Znined maintained that this 
would not constitute a violation 
of Mauritania's sovereignty. 
Citing the advisory opinion on 
Western Sahara issued by the 
World Court at the Hague in 
October.

Carter vs. Congress

WASHINGTON- 

TWO weeks ago in Missouri, 
President Jimmy Carter deli- 
vered a hastily rewritten speech 
to a farm group saying that in- 
flation win never be curbed 
unless Congress can break free 
from the grip of “the special 
interests.” 

The next day. Carter’s Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Bob Berg- 
land told a group of reporters 
in Washington that he plans to 
retaliate against Democratic 

congressmen who persist in 
taking “cheap shots” at the 
president. 

Two days later. Carter be- 
came the first president in more 
than a century to veto a major 
weapons authorization biH. He 
told a nationally-televised news 
conference be wished he had 
vetoed more bills in the past 
and that he wiH not hesitate to 
.veto others in the future. 

That night. Carter summon- 
ed members of the congression- 
al natural gas conference com- 
mittee to the White House for 
what apparently was an old 
fashioned session of arm twist- 
ing and trading aimed at salvag. 
ing the natural gas section of 
the a ckrunistra Lion’s energy pro- 
gram.

beleaguered White House in 
recent weeks. Carter and his 
aides are embarked on a stiff 
cautious but deliberate effort to 
revive Carter’s congressional re- 
lations image, presenting a 
more assertive president who, 
in the words of one aide, is tell- 
ing Congress “to put up or 
shut up.” 

No one in the White House 
is prepared to say that Carter, 
so successful in 1976 as the 
Washington “outsider,” hs about 
to repeal history and campaign, 
in effect, against a Congress 
controlled by hft own party. 
There is not even agreement 
among White House aides on 
the extent to which Carter 
should or will become more 
openly critical of Congress. 

It is clear from interviews 
with White House officials that 
with time running out on the 
95th Congress, with many of 
his key biffs still bogged down 
and with, the level of personal 
sniping at hhxt by members of 
his own party increasing. Carter 
has decided he must act to 
counter his image as a “weak” 
chief executive who is being 
pushed around by Congress. 

“There is a consensus here 
that we have no choice at this 
point,” one senior presidential 
adviser said. “We cannot allow 
a situation to continue in which 
people are free to blame the 
president for their own short- 
comings.” 

According to the White 
House view, it is Congress, 
much more than Carter, which 
should shoulder the blame for 
the legislative failures of the 
past 19 months. Much of what 
Carter promised in his cam- 
paign remains staffed in Con- 
gress — the TUt includes the en- 
ergy legislation, welfare “re- 
form.” overhauling the civil 
service system, enacting tax 
cuts and revising the tax code. 

It is ako clear to those 
around Carter that Congress is 
not being Mamed. Carter's stide 
in popularity is directly related 
to the perception of him as in- 
effective. It is an image that is 
feeding on itself. 

What is particularly aggravat- 
ing to Carter's aides is what 
they consider the rising tide of 
“personal sniping” at the presi- 
dent, by congressional' Demo- 
crats.

Fasting i« as ok! as. history itself. It Was prescribed by 
God for the people before, kfara. and it has been, prescribed 
by Him for die MusBms. Literally dftfmari fasting; or “«yam" 
means to abstain "completely’ from foods; drinks. Intimate con- 
tact and smoking, . from dawn tiLH. sunset, during, the entire 
month of Ramadan. But if one restricts the meaning of. Isla- 
mic fasting to this literal sense, if would be a. sad mistake. 

There is a deeper spiritual meaning to. Islainic fasting- 
It leaches man the principle of sincere love (to love God is ’ 
to know love), gives trim hope (for God’s grace) and brings 
him closer to God, since he fasts for God’s sake. It cultivates, a 
sound conscience, for the Muslim fasts in public as well as in 
private. Fasting is also an effective lesson in moderation, will- 
power and adaptability. It -is physically beneficial: not. only as 
a form of discipline, but it relieves the stomach and relaxes 
the digestive system as welL 

In the social and humanitarian sense, fasting brings man 
the rewards of -patience and unselfishness. The experience of 
the pains of deprivation make him realize the effects of such 
pains on others who may be deprived of essential commodities. 


for days or weeks or even months. He thus learns sympathy 
for his fellow man. . 

During the month of Ramadan, there is always a host of 
charitable acta. A popular practice is slaughtering a goat and 
distributing the meat among the needy; others will prepare a 
meal for the poor. Another highly regarded act is to help 
Muslims in debt, and large sums are donated to bail people 
3ut of debtors’ prison. Some Muslims bring water from the 
holy well of Zamzam in the Ha ram a V- Sharif in Mecca, and 
distribute it m the street just before sundown. 

Apart from fasting and charitable acts, the sayings of 
Prophet Muhammad advise exerting the utmost patience and 
humbleness in all daily affairs. During the holy month, people 
must be cautious in using- the senses, the mind and. especially, 
the tongue; to abstain from careless and gossipy chat and to 
avoid alt suspicious motions. 

The break fast or “Iftar” begins when the last glow of 
the sun sinks below the horizon. In Saudi Arabia, the guardian 
of the faith, many Muslims follow the tradition of the. Pro- 
phet. Iftar consists of three .dates and a glass of water. It is 
usually foHowod by coffee, the sunset prayer and a light 
meal. 

Ramadan meals, which are often family gatherings, are 
filled with a variety of special delicacies; meats, sweets and 
different drinks. The appetite is appeased with such dishes as 
“sambusik”,' small triangles of ground meat, herbs and spices 
wrapped in thin pastry and deep fried. To quench the thirst. 


there :s " ‘irq sus," made from licorice root and “tamerhindi" 
produced from the tropical tamarind fruit, A favorite desert 
is “katife", half-moon shaped pastries stuffed with either un- 
saited cheese or walnuts and dipped- in liquid sugar. 

Following the ritual of breaking fast, Ramadan evenings 
are embodied with extra devotion and social liveliness. After 
the evening prayer (between nine and ten) there is an added 
prayer during this holy month, known as “ta raweeh." It ex- 
tends the usual five minutes of worship to over twenty minutes. 
This practice of faith is sometimes complimented with study 
and recitation of the Holy Koran. 

As the night rolls in, the streets of the city come alive 
with activity. Everywhere people are visiting and in Saudi 
Arabia there is a tradition where the young in the family 
-meet with the elders, it is a time of rejoicing and renewing 
friendships. 

Just before the break of dawn, about three o’clock in the 
morning, the Muslims have their second meal called “sahur.’" 
In the thoroughfares of the town, a man walks beating a huge 
drum to wake all who have fallen asleep. After sahur, a tradi- 
tion recommended by Ihe Prophet, people often remain awake 
until dawn, spending their time in prayer, reciting the Holy 
Koran or family socializing. 

The peak of Ramadan is "Lailat al*Qadr." celebrated bet- 
ween the 26th and 1 the 27th. It is the night in which, accord-? 
tog to Sura 97, the Holy Kora n was first revealed to Prophet 
Muhammad. It is a night of spiritual exultation and a minor 


pilgrimage or umrah" is made on the occasion. Known as 
the night that is better than a thousand days," it is said shat 
“ much as 80 per ceni of the population of Jeddah makes 
the trip to Mecca, while others come from all over the world 
(some booking two months in advance.) On this hallowed eve, 
congregational prayer is intensified and “the doors of heaven 
are opened" as the many believers share a spiritual commu- 
nion with God. 

With the close of Al-Qadr night, there are three days left 
until the end of Ramadan and the beginning of the feast 
known as “Eid al-FUr." During this time, it is the duty of 
every Muslim to pay “zakat.” which along with fasting and 
prayer is one of the Five Pillars of Islam. The technical 
meaning of the word applies to the distribution, to the needy, 
of a minimum of 24 per cent of what a Muslim with means 
possesses. It is preferable to give in food and before the 
breaking of fast, so that the poor, too, can enjoy the celebra- 
tion of the Eid. 

On the completion of the fast of Ramadan there is also 
a special duty called “satfeqat al-fitr" or charity of fast-break- 
ing, (bat is distributed again to tbe rightful beneficiaries. 

Ramadan, more than any other time in the Islamic year, 
originates in man the spirit of social belonging, of unity, of 
brotherhood and of equality before God. The whole Muslim 
society, in observing the same duties in the same manner at 
the same time for the same motives to the same end, becomes 
one. This is the spirit of Ramadan.

BERLIN, Aug, 28 (AP) — 
Soviet swimmer Viktor Kuz- 
netsov was stripped Monday of 
his bronze medal in the 100- 
raeters backstroke after he fail- 
ed a doping test, officials at the 
Worid Swimming Champion - 
- ships announced. 

The International Swimming 
F^kratioa awarded the bronze’ 
medal in the event, which was 
held last Tuesday, to Romnlo 
Bantes of Brazil, who was pla- 
ced fourth. 

The test on Kuznetsov re- 
vealed traces of steroids, which 
are detectable three, or four 
days after they are taken. Ath- 
letes use steroids to improve 
muscle tone. 

Kuznetsov finished sixth in 
the 200-meters backstroke. His 
was the first doping case to 
surface during the tea-day 
championships, which ended 
Monday night. 


International Swimming Fede- 
ration turned hack a protest 
that would have reduced by 12 
the number of points American 
Greg Louganis would take into 
Mondays finals and victoiy in 
the men's platform diving.

EAST RUTHERFORD, Now 
Jersey Aug. 28 (UPI) — The 
New York Cosmos defeated the 
Tampa Bay Rowdies 3-1 Sun- 
day on two goals by Dennis 
Tueart and another by Giorgio 
Chinaglia to become the first 
NASL team to win the Soccer 
Bowl in consecutive years. 

Before a strong partisan home 
crowd of 74901 — the second- . 
largest to ever watch a soccer 
game in North America — 
-the Cosmos won their third 
North American Soccer. League 
title. The previous crowns 
came in 1972 and 1977. 

The Rowdies, who won die 
league championship in 1975, 
were dealt a critical Wow be* 
fore the game even started. 
Rodney Marsh, the dtub’s cap- 
lain and leading scorer, was 

out of the lineup because of an 
infected calf. 

The 33-year-old forward was 
injured in Wednesday’s Ameri- 
can Conference game when he 
was spiked by Fort Lauder- 
dale's Maurice Whittle. The 
leg swelled and shortly before 
game time- it was announced 
that he was not listed as a 
starter or substitute. 

After a cautious and some- 
what sluggish start, the Cosmos 
drew first Wood at 30:42. 

Tueart, playing his finest soc- 
cer of the season, received a 
long left-footed pass from Steve 
Hunt. Tueart took the ball 
and dribbled it past Tampa 
Bay goalkeeper Winston Du- 
bose. 

The goal came on the sixth 
shot of the half for the Cos- 
mos and was the fifth of the 
playoffs for the 28-year-old 
Englishman, who says the 
fans are first getting a chance 
to see the “real Denais Tueart.” 

As has often been the case 
this season, the first goal was 
the big one for New York. With 
the opposition losing its de- 
fensive poise, the Cosmos didn’t 
waste much time in striking 


again. In the 44th min ute, Cbi- 
nagtia made it 2-0. 

After a long left-footed shot 
by Hunt, Dubose left the net 
to make a lunging stop. But 
Chinaglia who set a league re- 
cord this year with 34 goals — 
headed the ball in. 

Chinaglia recorded his fifth 
goal of the playoffs just two 
days after being sworn in as a 
U.S. citizen. 

The Rowdies scored in the 
73rd minute when substitute 
Mirandinha- sent a shot by New 
York goalkeeper Jack Brand, 
just inside the right post. 


After the Rowdies setback 
Tueart replied with his second 
goal. He took a lead pass from 
Werner Roth and sent it past 
the diving Tampa Bay goal- 
keeper in the 76th minute. 

Tueart either has scored 
or .assisted on 10 of 
the last 13 goals by the Cos- 
mos. Robert Iarusci was credi- 
ted with assists on both of the 
Englishmans goals. 

Hunt, playing in what in all 
likelihood is his final game with * 
the. Cosmos, caused repeated 
trouble with his long drives and 
lofting crosses.

Pre-Olympic climax expected at Prague 


PRAGUE, Aug. 28 (R) — 
East meets West in the Euro- 
pean Athletics Ctanjpionships 
here Tuesday after a heric 
build-up of 10 world records 
in the past month. 

Over 1,000 competitors from 
29 nations wifi spend six days 
battling for medals in Prague's 
revamped Evzen Rosicky Sta- 
dium in the most important 
track and field meeting of die 
year. 

Only tbe Olympics have grea- 
ter significance in the interna- 
tional athletics calendar and 
performances here will provide 
« valuable guide to medal pros- 
pects at the 1980 Games in 
Moscow. 

As usual, there wiB be no 
one to touch liast Germany in 
the 16 women’s events. But 
■the prestige-conscious East Ger- 


mans will be eager to prove 
that, though their swimmers no 
longer rein supreme, their 
track and field athletes have 
lost none of their edge. 

The battle for the 24 gold 
medals at slake in the men’s 
events will be a much more 
open affair, with the Soviet 
Union likely to be toppled 
from the pedestal they occupied 
at the previous championships 
in Rome four years ago. 

Soviet athletics is at a cross- 
roads and more than half their 
team of 111 here have no ex- 
perience at thi* level of compe- 
tition. But the Russians' long- 
term planning is geared to the 
Olympics and selectors will be 
looking as much for potential 
Moscow medalists as European 
successes. 

However, it wifi be East Ger- 


many's women, who hi Rome 
won more than a third of the 
titles, who will hold the lime- 
light here, particularly world 
record-holders Marties Gohr 
and Marita Koch. 

- Gofer, 20, and Koch, 21, stu- 
dents of psychology and medi- 
cine respectively,- are formid- 
able figures even by East Ger- 
many's unique standards. 

No woman . has ever run the 
100 meters faster than the dark- 
eyed Gohr while Koch has in 
the last two months usurped 
Poland’s Irena Szewinska over 
200 and 400 meters. 

The heart-stopping clash bet- 
ween Szewinska and Koch in 
tiie world cup last year was the 
fastest women's 400 meters 
race ever seen. Szewinska, 32, 
is stiH an outstanding competi- 


tor after 14 years at the top but 
few here expect her to repeat 
her Duesseldonf triumph over 
Koch. 

Tbe pick of the field events 
will be the women’s high jump 
involving Rosi Ackermann of 
East Germany and Sara 
Simeons of Italy, past and pre- 
sent holders of the world re- 
cord. 

Four years ago the -cool, 
blonde Adceonann stood aloof 
in the center of Rome's Olym- 
pic Stadium, contemptuously 
ignoring the barrage of whistles 
from Italian spectators intent on 
breaking her concentration. 

The crowd, which seemed 
prepared to go to almost” any 
lengths to thwart Simebni's 
rivals, failed to prevent the East 


German taking the gold medal 
with a world record leap, with 
tbe Italian finishing third. 

But now the balance has 
shifted and Simeoni holds most 
of the cards. Ackermann un- 
derwent a leg operation after 
her historic leap .of two meters 
last year and though she is re- 
gaining peak fitness, the Italian 
recently grabbed the initiative 
with a work! record of 2.01 
metets. ■

KARLSRUHE, Aug. 28 
(AP> — West German police 
detained a convicted mail rob- 
ber under the suspicion he 
joined Baader-Meinhof terro- 
rists while serving his prison 
sentence, sources in Karlsruhe, 
site of the Federal Prosecu- 
tor's Office, said Monday. 

The sources, declining to be 
named, said 20-year-old Pe- 
ter Becker was taken into cus- 
tody in Kaiserslautern over 
the weekend by police who 
found in his possession maps 
showing U.S. military installa 
tions and plans for robbing a 
bank in. nearby Pirmasens. 

Other items police said they 
confiscated at Becker's house 
after his release from prison 
included materials likely to be 
used for the construction of 
explosive charges. 

They also said they found 
evidence that Becker had cons- 
pired with Klaus Juenschke 
and Manfred Grashof, both 
convicted in a Kaiserslautern 
trial last June of being Baa- 
der-Meinhof gang members 
and sentenced to serving life 
prison terms for a bank rob- 
bery and the slaying of a po- 
liceman. 

Kaiser! a utem police declin- 
ed any information on Bec- 
ker, who has not previously 
appeared' on a published wan- 
ted list, and the local prose- 
cutor ordered a news ban on 
tbe case. 


On. b unday evening Tito and 
Hua had taken ume oft for 
relaxation and amusement. T his 
included a joint drive of spe- 
cially designed tbree-wheeier, 
four-seater vehicles used on the 
island. The two men, in casual 
outfits, both had their hands 
on the steering wheel and rode 
with their respective interpre- 
ters crammed m tbe back seats. 

Hua had a car and walking 
tour of shipyards in Pula after 
being brought over from Brio- 
ni by Tito's 40-meter yacht 
“Podgorka.” The vessel was 
accompanied by two gunboats. 
Tito remained behind, waiting 
for Hua’s return for their last 
talks. 

Shipyard workers in greased, 
blue outfits hailed Hua as he 
strode in their midst. The ship- 
yards employ 7,000 persons or 
one-tenth of the population of 
Pula, ao industrial-tourist cen- 
ter on the northern Adriatic 
coast. 

The Yugoslavs have already 
delivered 15 cargo vessels to 
the Chinese, of 5-6,000 tons 
each. 

In ceremonial speeches which 
always follow such visits, Hua 
again lavished praise on the 
Yugoslav workers and their 
achievements, and again had a 
workers’ badge pinned to his 
Mao jacket. 

The foreign press has been 
kept distant from Brioni island, 
where Chinese and Yugoslav 
reporters were summoned and 
briefed on the talks. After the 
briefing Tanjug. the official 
Yugoslav news agency, said the 
talks among others centered 
largely on the course of the 
nonaligned movement, on cur- 
rent trouble spots in the world 
— particularly Africa, Asia 
and the Middle East and 
on the course of the world 
Communist movement. 

The briefing again stressed 


that China fully supported the 
prospering of the nonalign- 
ment movement. 


An “intimate-farewell din- 
ner'’ was scheduled for the 
evening on Brioni between Tito 
and Hua and their aides. The 


term means there are to be 
no formal publishable speeches 
at the dinner. 

Hua leaves Brioni Tuesday 
morning for Pula airport, from 
where he flies off for a three- 
day official visit to Iran.
